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Featured  in  this  issue  of  the  Bulletin  are  three  related  articles  on  E.  Lee  Trinkle 
Library;  on  the  Librarian,  Mr.  Daniel  Holt  Woodward;  and  on  the  Rare  Books 
Room  in  the  library. 

This  represents  an  effort  to  inform  the  readers  of  the  scope  and  role  of  one  of 
the  most  important  facets  of  the  educational  process  at  Mary  Washington  College, 
and  to  introduce  to  them  the  single  most  important  person  in  determining  the  role 
to  be  played  by  the  library. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  subsequent  issues  other  facets  of  the  College  program  can  be 
given  similar  in  depth  coverage.  Individuals  with  questions  concerning  the  College 
and  its  academic  programs  are  encouraged  to  ask  them  or  to  make  suggestions  about 
areas  they  would  like  to  see  featured. 
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An  essential  element  for  conducting  a  strong  academic 
j\  program  at  any  institution  is  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  an  adequate   library. 

At  Mary  Washington  College,  E.  Lee  Trinkle  Library  has 
done  a  superior  job  in  helping  the  College  achieve  its  mission 
of  offering  a  liberal  arts  education  to  women. 

Erected  in  1941,  E.  Lee  Trinkle  Library  has  reflected  the 
development  of  the  College  in  its  own  growth  from  a  small 
teacher-education  facility  to  one  of  the  major  liberal  arts 
libraries  in  Virginia. 

A  quarter  of  a  century  ago  there  were  approximately 
25,000  volumes  in  the  library;  today  there  are  more  than 
195,000  volumes.  An  addition  was  completed  in  1963,  to 
accommodate  the  growing  collection,  but  with  an  acquisition 
rate  of  approximately  10,000  volumes  annually,  one  can 
surmise  that  the  day  will  soon  come  when  additional  shelf 
space  will  be  needed. 

One  important  feature  of  the  library  is  the  open-stack 
policy  which  does  much  in  narrowing  the  distance  between 
the  student  and  the  books  available.  This  policy  of  per- 
mitting the  students  to  browse  and  work  directly  with  the 
book  collection  is  vital  in  making  the  library  a  lasting  part  of 
their  college  experience. 

In  addition  there  are  a  number  of  other  services  and 
facilities  available  at  the  library  to  aid  the  students  in  their 
academic  pursuits.  Typing  rooms,  individual  study  carels, 
microfilm  facilities,  xerox  machines,  and  a  hook-up  on  a 
state-wide  library  teletype  system  for  inter-library  lending 
are  but  a  few  of  the  services  and  facilities  available. 

In  an  effort  to  maintain  accurate  and  up-to-date  material 
for  classroom  and  research  purposes,  the  library  receives 
nearly  900  periodicals  and  newspapers.  This  list  includes  132 
foreign  and  710  domestic  periodicals  and  7  foreign  and  21 
domestic  newspapers.  The  library  is  a  depository  for  selected 
U.   S.   government   documents. 

Among  its  volumes  it  possesses  a  substantial  collection  of 
non-English  publications  with  offerings  in  French,  Spanish, 
German,  Russian,  Italian,  Portuguese,  Latin  and  Greek.  The 
most  highly  developed  collection  in  the  foreign  languages  is 
that   in  French   literature   and   language. 

It  also  possesses  an  extensive  collection  in  the  field  of 
Asian  studies,  a  field  which  will  become  a  major  this  year, 
and  its  holding  of  music  scores  and  manuscripts  is  particularly 
noteworthy.  One  other  feature  is  the  rare  books  room  which 
is  the  feature  of  an  article  appearing  on  page  5. 

An  institution's  library  is  considered  by  many  as  a  founda- 
tion upon  which  a  student's  education  is  built,  and  with 
E.  Lee  Trinkle  Library,  Mary  Washington  has  a  very  solid 
foundation.

The  following  article  was  written 
by  Mrs.  Pat  Cole,  an  employee  of 
The  Free  Lance-Star  newspaper  in 
Fredericksburg.

Mr.  Daniel  H.  Woodward  sat  in  the 
cool  humidity-controlled  room  at  Mary 
Washington  College's  E.  Lee  Trinkle 
Library. 

As  the  faculty  member  who  spear- 
headed the  drive  to  establish  this  rare 
book  room  containing  valuable  first  edi- 
tion books,  he  was  familiar  with  all  its 


Td  like  to  buy  more  of  these  books, 
not  the  artsy-craftsy  type  of  rare  books 
but  ones  relevant  to  the  college  pro- 
gram." said  the  enthusiastic  librarian, 
himself  a  collector  of  17th  Century  Eng- 
lish books,  in  a  recent  interview. 

The  relevancy  of  the  library's  contents 
to  a  changing  Mary  Washington  curricu- 
lum is  of  major  concern  to  the  new 
librarian.  The  new  Asian  studies  pro- 
gram, a  black  literature  course  in  the 
English  department  and  an  expanded  in- 
dependent study  program,  all  of  these 
curriculum  changes  must,  according  to 
Woodward,  be  reflected  in  the  library's 


ers  rather  than  wait  for  them  to  appear, 
according  to  one  approach.  This  is  but 
one  of  the  new  library  science  theories 
which  Woodward  and  his  staff  will  try  to 
put  into  operation. 

The  browsing  room  will  be  converted 
into  a  subject-oriented  reading  room 
(Woodward  pointed  to  a  slumbering  stu- 
dent as  justification  for  his  view  that 
students  sleep  in  browsing  rooms),  more 
shelves  for  current  periodicals  will  be 
added  in  another  reading  room,  the  art 
history  collection  will  be  moved  to  a 
newly-decorated  room  on  the  ground 
floor,  the  new  books  shelf  will  be  moved 
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contents  but  now  he  was  seeing  this  par- 
ticular room  as  well  as  the  entire  li- 
brary in  a  new  light.  In  July  he  be- 
came the  head  of  the  college  library  and 
ideas  for  improving  its  role  on  campus 
as  well  as  internal  innovations  preoc- 
cupied him. 

A  great  admirer  of  his  predecessor, 
the  late  Carroll  H.  Quenzel.  who  died 
in  June  1968,  he  attributes  the  present 
effectiveness  of  the  library  to  Quenzel. 

Now  he  faces  the  prospect  of  carry- 
ing on  the  work  of  Dr.  Quenzel  and 
Marguerite  L.  Carder  who  has  been  act- 
ing librarian  this  year  while  he  completed 
work  on  a  master's  degree  in  library 
science. 


contents.  "We're  not  starting  from 
scratch,"  he  quickly  added,  explaining 
that  the  library  already  contains  books 
and  periodicals  relating  to  the  new  course 
content — rather  a  few  gaps  will  be  filled 
in  during  the  coming  year. 

While  a  student  this  past  year  at 
Catholic  University,  Woodward  went  on 
numerous  tours  of  some  of  the  estimated 
700  libraries  in  the  Washington  area  to 
observe  firsthand  innovations  in  library 
science.  Now  he's  eager  to  try  several 
at  MWC. 

"They're  mostly  small  ideas  but  cumu- 
latively they  could  amount  to  something," 
he  said. 

A  library  should  strive  to  attract  read- 


to  the  rotunda — ideas  for  re-arranging 
the  library  fairly  poured  out  of  the  new 
librarian  as  he  walked  through  the  quiet 
building,  almost  totally  deserted  by  sum- 
mer school  students  at  midday. 

Woodward  predicts  that  undergradu- 
ate liberal  arts  college  libraries  will  be 
among  the  last  ones  in  the  country  to 
achieve  full  scale  automation,  but  MWC 
has  been  and  will  continue  to  be  affected 
by  the  growing  trend  toward  automation. 
E.  Lee  Trinkle  Library  is  already  part 
of  a  teletype  system  used  by  Virginia 
libraries  for  inter-library  loan;  a  system 
which  is  capable  of  putting  a  book  from 
the  UVA  library  into  the  hands  of  a 
MWC  student  the  day  following  her  re- 


quest.  The  use  of  a  polaroid  camera  for 
the  preparation  of  the  card  catalogue  and 
increasing  use  of  microfilm  and  micro- 
fiche to  alleviate  storage  problems,  par- 
ticularly in  the  periodicals  department. 
are  some  of  the  effects  which  Woodward 
foresees  at  the  MWC  library. 

However,  he  hopes  the  library  he  now 
heads  will  never  become  automated  to 
the  extent  achieved  by  some  of  the  larger 
libraries  such  as  the  National  Library  of 
Medicine  where  researchers  receive  bibli- 
ographies prepared  by  computer  and 
reproduced  copies  of  articles  pertinent  to 
the  subject,  all  prepared  by  the  library 
and  sent  to  them.  Woodward  wants  stu- 
dents to  continue  to  dig  for  their  own 
material  since  research  is  part  of  the 
learning  process. 

The  growth  of  the  library — it  has  now 
reached  an  estimated  195.000  volumes — 
has  meant  an  expanded  staff. 

In  the  fall  the  acquisitions  librarian 
will  be  added  to  the  staff  to  cope  with 
the  "information  explosion,"  a  librarian 
whose  specialty  will  be  selecting  books 
and  periodicals  from  the  wealth  of  pub- 
lished material  available.  Annually,  the 
library's  resources  are  bolstered  by  some 
10,000  books. 

Another  new  position  will  be  that  of 
archivist,  in  charge  of  the  new  MWC 
archives  containing  material  relating  to 
the  history  of  the  college  and  Fredericks- 
burg. 

Supervising  a  14-member  staff  plus 
numerous  student  aides,  in  addition  to 
overseeing  the  continual  improvement  of 
library  services,  may  leave  the  librarian 
little  time  for  his  pastime  of  reading, 
especially  his  favorite  English  Renais- 
sance w^orks.  Regretfully,  he  foresees  his 
reading  consisting  more  and  more  of 
skimming. 

The  recipient  of  a  master's  degree  in 
English  from  the  University  of  Colorado 
and  a  doctorate  in  English  from  Yale, 
Woodward  has  authored  several  articles 
and  recently  readied  for  publication  an 
edition  of  the  poems  and  translations  of 
the  17th  Century  Poet  Robert  Fletcher. 
In  addition  to  his  new  duties  as  li- 
brarian, he  will  continue  to  teach  a  course 
in  the  English  Renaissance. 


On  the  Relevancy  of  Rare  Books

"A  librarian  standing  on  the  front 
steps  once  said  to  a  visitor,  'This  is  not 
the  Library — tlie  Library  is  inside.'  We 
have  a  'College  Library'  only  if  our 
collection  of  books  is  relevant  to  the 
needs    of    the    College    Community."

Nearly  everyone  has  trouble  explain- 
ing what  he  means  by  "Rare  Books," 
whether  he  respects,  sentimentalizes,  or 
scorns  them.  The  problem  can  be  seen 
in  Paul  M.  Angle's  collection  of  incon- 
sistent definitions  by  "experts"  on  the 
subject:  "A  rare  book  is  any  important 
book  which  has  not  been  listed  in  auction 
records  more  than  once  or  twice  in 
twenty  years.  A  rare  book  is  one  for 
which  the  demand  exceeds  the  supply. 
A  rare  book  is  any  important  book  which 
is  either  irreplaceable  or  very  difificult  to 
replace.  A  rare  book  is  a  book  printed 
in  an  edition  of  three  hundred  copies  or 
less.  A  rare  book  is  any  book  with  a 
recent  auction  record  of  fifty  dollars  or 
more.  All  incunabula,  all  English  books 
printed  before  1640,  and  all  American 
books  printed  before  1800  are  rare 
books."  It  is  easier  to  pick  holes  in  each 
of  these  definitions  than  to  build  a  new 
and  generally  acceptable  definition:  evi- 
dently "Rare  Books"  mean  many  things 
to  many  people.  The  terms  used  here 
refer  merely  to  valuable  and  perishable 
books — those  materials  which  should  be 
used  as  well  as  protected  from  the  thief, 
the  idly  curious,  the  clumsy  researcher, 
and  the   officious  librarian. 

Our  six-year-old  Rare  Book  Room 
really  houses  a  "special  collection"  and 
properly  should  be  renamed.  But  the 
cost  of  replacing  a  brass  nameplate,  and 
a  certain  pride  in  those  few  items  in  the 
collection  which  truly  seem  "rare."  are 
excuse  enough  for  preserving  the  present 


name.  Our  collection  is  one  of  begin- 
nings rather  than  achievements,  and  it 
might  be  well  to  review  briefly  the  theory 
of  a  rare  book  collection  in  a  college 
library. 

Lawrence  Clark  Powell,  former  li- 
braian  at  UCLA,  is  an  enthusiastic  ad- 
vocate of  such  a  collection:  "Milton 
observed  that  books  are  not  dead  things. 
My  observation  is  that  often  their  cus- 
todians are.  Because  of  their  historical 
significance,  their  intrinsic  value,  their 
beauty,  and  sentimental  associations, 
rare  books,  when  intelligently  grouped, 
have  power  to  excite  imagination  and 
stimulate  the  intellectual  curiosity  of  the 
student.  A  rare  book  collection,  no 
matter  how^  modest,  can  be  made  by  alert 
librarians  to  play  an  educational  role, 
and  to  enliven  the  library,  increase  its 
prestige,  and  to  draw  alumni  and  friends. 
Whereas  the  rare  book  collection  in 
a  university  library  is  primarily  for 
research,  the  smaller  the  institution  the 
more  potent  can  become  rare  books  in 
directly  influencing  the  students.  The 
collection  can  be  made  to  work  through 
exhibits  and  catalogs,  and  by  class  con- 
sultations involving  the  students,  pro- 
fessors, and  librarians,  and  by  special 
courses  given  by  the  library  staff  in 
bibliography,   book   arts,    etc." 

Using  rare  books  appropriately  is  not 
an  easy  matter,  and  the  success  of  a  col- 
lection may  well  depend  on  the  quality 
of  the  faculty.  The  late  Randolph  G. 
Adams,  like  Powell,   a  great  rare  book- 


man  as  well  as  librarian,  offered  this 
warning:  "The  place  of  rare  books  in  a 
college  or  university  library  actually  de- 
pends on  the  taste,  discrimination,  and 
feeling  of  its  teachers  (including  the 
library  staff),  as  well  as  upon  their  in- 
tellectual training  and  erudition.  In  a 
college  where  the  teachers  are  mere 
scholars,  the  place  of  rare  books  will  be 
relatively  low;  in  an  institution  where  the 
teachers  are  men  and  women  of  fine 
feeling,  sentiment,  and  appreciation,  as 
well  as  scholars,  the  place  of  rare  books 
will  be  higher."  At  Trinkle  Library  we 
are  prepared  to  take  a  chance  that  our 
staff  and  faculty  are  ready  for  a  rare 
book  collection  and  will  supply  the  im- 
agination and  energy  required  to  make 
it   a   success. 

A  brief  survey  of  three  books  now  in 
the  Rare  Book  Room  may  point  to  some 
possibilities  for  further  development  of 
the  collection.  Four  years  ago,  at  the 
suggestion  of  Miss  Pauline  King  of  the 
Art  Department,  the  Library  purchased 
a  fine  copy  of  Humphrey  Repton's 
Sketches  and  Hints  on  Landscape  Gar- 
dening, Collected  from  Designs  and  Ob- 
servations Now  in  the  Possession  of  the 
Different  Noblemen  and  Gentlemen,  for 
Whose  Use  They  Were  Originally  Made. 
The  Whole  Tending  to  Establish  Fixed 
Principles  in  the  Art  of  Laying  Out 
Ground  (London,  1794).  The  hand- 
colored  plates  in  this  edition  include 
movable  overlays,  enabling  the  reader 
to  see  alternate  designs  for  each  land- 
scape. The  book  is  fascinating,  whether 
or  not  one  is  especially  interested  in 
Repton's  opinions,  and  more  serious  study 
of  this  volume  oflfers  a  useful  introduc- 
tion to  the  various  literary  and  artistic 
ideas  current  at  the  end  of  the  18th 
century.  At  present  the  Library  owns 
only  one  other  volume  by  Repton,  a 
20th-century  reprint  of  two  of  his  works. 
First  editions  of  Repton  are  quite  ex- 
pensive, but  eventually  we  would  like  to 
have  a  complete  collection  of  his  im- 
portant and  beautiful  books. 

In  1968  the  Library  acquired  a  set  of 
the  Royal  Society  of  London's  Philosoph- 
ical Transactions  and  Collections,  to  the 
End  of  the  Year  1700  [continued  to 
1750],  Abridg'd  and  Dispos'd  Under 
General  Heads  (London,  1716-56),  10 
volumes  bound  in  11.  The  contributors 
to  this  large  collection  of  scientific  papers 
— sponsored  by  perhaps  the  most  im- 
portant of  all  scientific  societies — range 
from  Sir  Isaac  Newton  to  obscure  coun- 


try clergymen  with  time  on  their  hands. 
The  volumes  are  filled  with  tables  and 
plates  of  natural  and  archaeological 
curiosities,  many  of  them  illustrative  of 
the  awkward  and  painful  growth  of 
scientific  thought.  The  Library  has  made 
a  start  toward  a  collection  outlining  the 
history  of  science,  notably  in  the  group  of 
first  editions  of  Claude  Bernard,  the 
19th-century  French  physiologist.  Un- 
fortunately, a  major  collection  of  scientific 
classics  is  far  beyond  our  means,  but  we 
hope  to  add  significant  works  from  time 
to  time  in  order  to  strengthen  our  hold- 
ings in  this  area. 

Last  summer  the  Library  acquired  a 
fine  copy,  almost  entirely  untrimmed, 
of  the  first  edition  of  Alexander  Pope's 
best-known  verse  satire.  An  Epistle  from 
Mr.  Pope  to  Dr.  Arbuthnot  (London, 
1734).  A  glimpse  of  a  Pope  satire  as 
it  first  appeared  may  well  give  the  stu- 
dent a  better  understanding  of  the  nature 
of  18-century  literary  publication,  and 
a  closer  inspection  of  the  text  reveals 
that  Pope's  famous  attack  on  his  bitter 
enemy,  Lord  Hervey,  began  with  a  char- 
acter   of    "Paris";    only    later    did    Pope 


conceive  of  Hervey  as  "Sporus,"  the 
Emperor  Nero's  male  concubine  de- 
cribed  in  Suetonius's  history.  An  Epistle 
is  a  first-edition  for  profitable  browsing, 
study,  and  simple  enjoyment  as  a  hand- 
some artifact.  In  the  future  we  hope  to 
buy  other  literary  first-editions  which 
will  add  depth  to  our  student's  under- 
standing of  their  culture. 

It  would  be  wrong  for  the  Library  to 
spend  enormous  sums  of  money  on  rare 
books — were  such  sums  available.  More 
important  is  the  selection  and  use  of 
these  books  which  will  be  meaningful 
at  Mary  Washington.  Some  of  the  items 
which  we  need  now  are  expensive,  and 
some  are  not.  In  those  purchases  which 
are  important  but  beyond  our  means, 
we  may  have  to  turn  to  the  Alumnae 
for  help.  (The  Class  of  1964  has  already 
given  generously  to  the  Rare  Book  Room, 
and  the  Class  of  1966  has  supported  the 
foundation  of  our  new  Archives.)  In  all 
of  our  work  in  acquiring  and  exploiting 
rare  books,  we  have  no  greater  need  than 
the  interest  and  cooperation  of  the 
Alumnae  and  other  friends  of  the  Library. 
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Twenty-two  New 
Members  Join   Faculty 

Twenty-two  new  Faculty  members 
were  appointed  for  the  1969-70  aca- 
demic year  bringing  the  total  faculty 
membership   to    172. 

In  addition  to  the  new  members,  seven 
faculty  members  are  resuming  their  duties 
following  leaves  of  absence.  These  in- 
clude: Miss  Barbara  Alden,  Archivist 
and  Instructor  in  Bibliography;  Miss 
Miriam  Greenberg,  Associate  Professor 
of  Health,  Physical  Education  and  Rec- 
reation; Mrs.  Anne  F.  Hamer,  Associate 
Professor  of  Music;  Mrs.  Mary  W.  Pin- 
schmidt.  Assistant  Professor  of  Biology; 
Mr.  Raiford  Sumner,  Professor  of  Polit- 
ical Science;  Mr.  Daniel  H.  Woodward, 
Librarian  and  Professor  of  English;  and 
Mr.  Richard  M.  Zeleznock,  Assistant 
Professor   of   Mathematics. 

Granted  leaves  of  absence  for  the 
1969-70  school  session  were  Mr.  Richard 
E.  Hansen,  Instructor  in  English;  and 
Mr.  Bernard  C.  Lemoine,  Associate  Pro- 
fessor of  Music. 

MWC  Recieves  Grant 

A  federal  grant  of  $43,504  has  been 
approved  for  Mary  Washington  College 
under  Title  VI  of  the  Higher  Education 
Facilities  Act. 

The  grant,  which  was  requested  in 
December  by  the  College,  will  be  used 
for  the  purchase  of  educational  equip- 
ment for  the  department  of  chemistry, 
biology,  English  and  dramatic  arts  and 
speech. 

It  is  the  first  grant  of  Title  VI  funds 
to  be  requested  by  the  College. 

Mrs.  Faulkner  Retires 

Mrs.  Lefa  Poe  Faulkner  retired  from 
the  College  staff  in  September  after  more 
than  a  quarter  of  a  century  as  Director 
of  Dormitories  or  Residence  Hall  Di- 
rector at  the  College. 

Mrs.  Faulkner,  who  had  the  difficult 
task  of  providing  for  the  students'  living 
needs,  joined  the  staff  in  1940  as  a 
dormitory  hostess  in  Cornell  Hall,  which 
has  since  been  converted  into  a  private 
apartment  building.  Four  years  later  she 
was  appointed  director  of  all  of  the 
residence  halls — eight   at   the   time. 


On  the  date  of  her  retirement  she  had 
under  her  direction  eighteen  residence 
halls  housing  more  than   1,900  students. 

A  native  of  Colorado,  Mrs.  Faulkner 
came  to  Fredericksburg  in  1937  when 
her  husband,  Ronald  W.  Faulkner  ac- 
cepted a  position  as  an  assistant  professor 
of  music  at  the  College.  Mr.  Faulkner 
remained  on  the  faculty  until  his  death 
in  1962. 

Mrs.  Faulkner  will  continue  to  reside 
in   Fredericksburg   in   retirement. 

Mrs.  Close  Named 
to  Admission  Office 

Mrs.  Joanne  Campbell  Close  '60  has 
been  named  an  Admissions  Counsellor  at 
MWC,  assuming  her  duties  on  August  16. 

A  resident  of  Woodbridge,  Mrs.  Close 
received  a  B.A.  degree  in  Psychology 
from  the  College  in  1966  and  has  also 
attended  The  American  University  in 
Washington.

Close  will  assist  with  the  interviewing 
of  prospective  students  and  processing 
of  their  applications  for  admissions. 

Mrs.  Close  has  previously  served  as 
a  teacher  at  the  Lawrence  Kindergarten 
in  Fredericksburg  and  as  a  substitute 
teacher  in  the  Prince  William  County 
school  system.  She  was  also  self-em- 
ployed as  a  private  tutor. 

She  is  the  wife  of  Marine  Major  Ralph 
Lee  Close  and  the  mother  of  three  chil- 
dren, David.  8;  Catherine,  7;  and  Brad- 
ley,  5. 

Carter  to  Chair 
Regional  Committee 

Dr.  L.  Clyde  Carter,  Jr.,  Professor 
of  Sociology  at  Mary  Washington  Col- 
lege, has  been  named  chairman  of  Re- 
gion 4  of  the  Steering  Committee  making 
plans  for  Virginia's  part  in  the  1970 
White  House  Conference  on  Children 
and  Youth.

Miss  Marguerite  L.  Carder  has  sub- 
mitted her  resignation  as  Reference 
Librarian  to  return  to  her  home  in 
Roanoke. 

A  member  of  the  library  staff  since 
1948,  Miss  Carder  served  as  Acting  Li- 
brarian during  the  1968-69  academic 
year. 

A  graduate  of  the  College  of  William 
and  Mary,  she  also  received  a  B.S.  de- 
gree in  library  science  from  the  Univer- 
sity  of   North   Carolina. 

Juniors  May  Reside 
Off-Campus 

Mary  Washington  College  juniors  will 
be  permitted  to  reside  off-campus  with 
the  beginning  of  the  1969-70  academic 
session. 

The  authorization  by  Mary  Washing- 
ton College  Chancellor  Dr.  Grellet  C. 
Simpson  extends  the  permission  to  live 
ofT-campus  which  was  granted  to  seniors 
last  year. 

The  newly  approved  privilege  will 
permit  those  juniors  and  seniors  who  are 
in  good  standing  and  who  are  not  re- 
cipients of  scholarships  or  loans  to  seek 
private,  off-campus  housing  if  they  so 
desire. 

In  addition,  the  students  must  have 
the  written  consent  of  their  parents  or 
guardians  to  make  such  a  move.  This 
would  absolve  the  institution  of  any 
liability  for  the  student,  her  property  or 
for  any  expenses   she   might  incur. 

The  provision  continues  to  stipulate 
that  the  student  would  at  all  times  be 
subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  College  and  of  the  Student  Govern- 
ment  Association. 

Should  any  of  these  conditions  not  be 
met  or  should  a  student  fail  to  maintain 
a  standard  of  academic  achievement 
satisfactory  to  the  College,  the  permis- 
sion  would   be  revoked. 

Students  residing  off-campus  under 
this  policy  would  be  officially  classified 
as  day  students  by  the  College.  Last  year 
approximately  15  seniors  resided  oflf- 
campus  as  a  result  of  the  policy. 


Mrs.  Margaret  Lodge  Copes  '32  has 
become  the  first  woman  elected  chairman 
of  the  Virginia  State  Hospital  Board. 
Mrs.  Copes,  who  was  also  the  first 
woman  named  to  the  Board,  was  named 
chairman  in  August,  succeeding  R.  F. 
Burke  Steele  who  was  fatally  injured 
in    a    traffic   accident   in   July. 

A  resident  of  Davis  Wharf  in  Acco- 
mack County,  Mrs.  Copes  graduated 
from  Mary  Washington  College  in  1932 
and  has  been  active  in  the  Alumnae 
Association  since  then,  serving  as  a 
member  of  the  Board  of   Directors. 

A  widow,  she  is  the  owner  and  general 
manager  of  Copes  Ice  and  Coal  Com- 
pany of  Tasley.  She  is  a  member  of  the 
board  of  stewards  of  Onley  United 
Methodist  Church  where  she  also  teaches 
Sunday    school. 

Named  to  the  board  in  1962  to  fill 
an  unexpired  term,  she  was  re-elected 
and  is  now  the  senior  member  on  the 
body.  The  board  of  Hospitals  governs 
the  state  Department  of  Mental  Hygiene 
and    Hospitals.

The  Thomas  Jefferson  Cup  is  given 
each  year  by  the  Association  to  the 
member  of  the  Senior  Class  who,  during 
her  years  at  MWC,  has  distinguished 
herself  by  academic  achievement  and 
outstanding  service  to   the  College. 


Catherine  Dryden  August  '37,  an 
official  with  the  National  Highway  Safety 
Bureau,  was  named  the  recipient  of  the 
Mary  Washington  College  Distinguished 
Alumna  Award  for   1969. 

Currently  the  acting  director  of  the 
Office  of  Research  and  Program  Syn- 
thesis with  the  National  Highway  Safety 
Bureau,  Mrs.  August  received  a  bachelor 
of  science  degree  from  Mary  Washing- 
ton College  in  1937  and  subsequently 
received  a  master's  degree  in  engineer- 
ing administration  from  George  Wash- 
ington  University. 

In  her  present  post,  which  she  has 
held  since  1967,  she  is  responsible  for 
drafting  official  reports  to  Congress,  and 
for  officials  in  the  Department  of  Trans- 
portation. In  this  capacity,  Mrs.  August 
studies  the  effectiveness  of  safety  fea- 
tures implemented  by  the  bureau. 

Before  joining  the  National  Highway 
Safety  Bureau,  the  recipient  served  with 
the  National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Ad- 


ministration as  an  aerospace  engineer 
in  the  Apollo  Program  Office  of  Relia- 
bility and  Quality,  and  has  also  served 
as  a  mathematical  statistician  in  the 
Quality  Control  Division  of  the  Bureau 
of  Ordnance  of  the  U.  S.  Navy. 

One  of  the  leading  women  in  science, 
Mrs.  August  is  listed  in  Who's  Who  of 
American  Women  and  in  American  Men 
of  Science.  She  was  also  nominated  for 
the  Federal  Women's  Award  by  NASA, 
and  was  appointed  by  the  Federal  Avia- 
tion Agency  as  the  only  woman  on  the 
150-man  Supersonic  Transport  Evalua- 
tion Team  which  visited  aircraft  com- 
panies competing  for  the  contract. 

In  addition  to  her  achievements  in  the 
field  of  science,  Mrs.  August  is  a  skilled 
artist  whose  works  decorate  her  Wash- 
ington apartment.  As  a  student  at  Mary 
Washington,  she  almost  majored  in  art 
and  once  worked   as  a  free-lance  artist. 

Mrs.  August  has  one  son,  who  is  also 
in  engineering,  and  two  granddaughters.

MINUTES 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Alumnae 
Association  was  called  to  order  by  the 
President,  Kathy  Friedman  Levinson,  at 
1:20  p.m.  on  Saturday,  June  7,  1969,  in 
the  ballroom  of  Ann  Carter  Lee  Hall. 
Chancellor  Simpson  welcomed  the  alum- 
nae and  other  guests  to  the  College. 

Anne  Patten  Bland,  President  of  the 
Peninsula  Chapter,  presented  to  the  Col- 
lege an  oil  painting  by  Bernard  Perlin 
entitled  "Memory  of  Capri."  The  gift  was 
given  by  the  chapter  and  other  friends 
in  memory  of  Miss  Lucille  Wheeler.  In 
their  remarks  both  Mrs.  Bland  and  the 
Chancellor  paid  tribute  to  Miss  Wheeler, 
an  alumna  of  the  College  and  one-time 
member  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the 
University  of  Virginia.  The  painting  be- 
comes part  of  the  permanent  art  collec- 
tion of  the  College. 

The  third  presentation  of  the  Distin- 
guished Alumna  Award  was  made  by 
Mrs.  Levinson  to  Catherine  Dryden 
August.  Mrs.  August,  a  1937  graduate  of 
the  College,  was  cited  for  her  professional 
and  humanitarian  contributions  in  the 
Apollo  program  and  in  the  field  of  high- 
way safety. 

On  a  motion  from  the  floor  by  Mrs. 
Arrington,  the  minutes  of  the  previous 
meeting  were  approved  without  reading 
(The  minutes  and  reports  of  the  com- 
mittee chairmen  were  included  in  the 
materials  given  to  the  alumnae.)  The 
treasurer  gave  the  following  report  dated 
June  7,  1969:  $4,525.48  in  the  checking 
account;  $149.23  in  the  savings  account; 
$2,724.39  in  the  endowment  fund;  and 
$7.15  in  petty  cash. 

Isabel  Gordon,  Alumnae  Fund  Chair- 
man, indicated  that  the  1968-1969  fund 
had  exceeded  its  goal.  On  behalf  of  the 
College  the  Chancellor  accepted  the  fol- 
lowing gifts  of  the  Alumnae  Association: 
$1,000.00  to  the  Alumnae  Scholarship 
Fund,  which  brings  the  balance  in  that 
fund  to  $5,000.00;  $1,125.95  to  the 
Chancellor's  Unrestricted  Fund;  and 
$435.04  to  pay  one-half  of  the  premiums 
on  a  pre-paid  $5,000.00  insurance  policy 
to  be  added  to  the  Quest  XX  program. 
The  College  will  pay  the  second  half  of 
the  premium  from  private  funds.  In  an- 
nouncing the  last  gift,  Miss  Gordon  in- 
dicated that  the  policy  would  be  taken 
on  Corinne  Mann,  the  younger  daughter 
of  Mr.  Thomas  Mann,  Director  of  Infor- 
mation Services  and  editor  of  the  alumnae 
magazine.  She  added  that  restricted  gifts 
to  the  College,  which  constitute  part  of 
the  gift  of  the  Alumnae  Association, 
equalled  $2,439.00.  In  accepting  these 
gifts,  the  Chancellor  expressed  his  ap- 
preciation to  the  alumnae  for  their  sup- 


port of  the  students,  the  faculty  and  the 
program  of  the  College. 

Homecoming  Chairman,  Joanne  Insley 
Pearre,  thanked  Mrs.  Holloway,  Mrs. 
Faulkner,  Mr.  Robison  and  their  staflfs, 
as  well  as  Mr.  Mann,  the  members  of  the 
Homecoming  Committee  and  the  class 
agents,  for  their  assistance.  She  indicated 
the  appreciation  of  the  Association  to 
Mrs.  Read  and  the  dance  majors  for  their 
presentation   Saturday   morning. 

Mrs.  Levinson  introduced  the  recipients 
of  the  Thomas  Jefferson  Cup  for  1969 
and  presented  the  certificates  to  them. 
Recognition  was  made  of  the  service  of 
the  retiring  members  of  the  Alumnae 
Board  of  Directors:  Irene  Lundy  Brown; 
Bonnie  Davis  Hall;  and  Mary  Janes  Fisher. 
The  new  elected  and  appointed  members 
of  the  Board  were  introduced  to  the 
alumnae;  Mrs.  Levinson  also  announced 
that  the  following  officers  had  been 
elected  by  the  Board  of  Directors  for 
1969-1970:  Kathy  Friedman  Levinson, 
President  and  Chairman  of  the  Board; 
Ruby  York  Weinbrecht,  First  Vice-Chair- 
man;  Judy  Townsend  Gatlin,  Second 
Vice-Chairman;  and  Olivia  "Bill"  Wheeler 
McCallum,  Third  Vice-Chairman. 

The  President  indicated  that  Miss  Mar- 
garet Hargrove  would  retire  as  Dean  of 
Students  on  July  1,  1969,  and  presented 
her  with  a  gift  from  the  Association. 

The  reunioning  classes  were  recognized 
by  Mrs.  Pearre.  At  the  request  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Class  of  1944,  Mrs.  Levinson 
yielded  the  floor  to  Mrs.  Phyllis  Dunbar 
Powers,  who  read  a  statement  by  the  re- 
unioning group.

The  substitute  motion  re- 
ceived a  second;  discussion  ensued;  the 
question  was  called.  Those  present,  con- 
stituting a  quorum,  approved  the  sub- 
stitute motion.  At  the  request  of  the 
Class  of  1944,  Mrs.  Levinson  indicated 
that  she  would  transmit  the  original  state- 
ment to  Chancellor  Simpson.  Mrs.  Pearre 
then  recognized  the  remaining  reunion- 
ing classes. 

The  meeting  closed  with  the  singing 
of  the  alma  mater,  dedicated  to  Miss 
Hargrove.  The  President  declared  the 
meeting  adjourned  at  2:40  p.m.

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MARINE 
BIOLOGY 


Seven  MWC  students  and  two  faculty 
members  spent  a  summer  of  work  and 
tun  by  the  sea  in  the  first  marine  biology 
course  offered  by  the  College. 

Located  at  Cross  Rip  Camp  near  Del- 
taville  on  the  Chesapeake  Bay,  the  course 
was  taught  by  Dr.  William  Pinschmidt, 
Professor  and  Chairman  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Biology. 

Assisting  Dr.  Pinschmidt  was  Dr. 
Anna  Scott  Hoye,  Professor  of  Biology 
and  owner  of  Cross  Rip  Camp,  and  there 
were  guest  lecturers  from  the  Virginia 
Institute  of  Marine  Science  and  other 
research  centers. 

The  five-week  course  was  designed 
to  give  undergraduates  an  introduction 
to  the  research  work  which  most  re- 
search centers  emphasize  at  the  graduate 
level. 

Cross  Rip  Camp  and  the  Deltaville 
area  are  considered  an  ideal  setting,  of- 
fering almost  every  environment  needed 
for  such  a  course — the  Bay  and  its 
tributaries,  the  ocean,  tidal  marshes,  mud 
and  sand  flats,  swamps,  brackish  ponds 
and  fresh  water  streams. 

Individual  research  projects  under- 
taken by  the  students  this  year  included 
studies  of  snails,  effect  of  tides  on  plank- 
ton, a  study  of  a  low  salinity  pond  to 
determine  the  types  of  life  it  supports, 
and  a  study  of  the  relationships  among 
water  animals  of  the  area. 

Dr.  Pinschmidt  termed  this  initial  ven- 
ture an  unqualified  success  and  is  look- 
ing forward  to  a  similar  offering  next 
summer. 
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
